THE DARK DAY. 


Looking over, a few days since the 
first volume of the ‘‘ Memoirs of the 
American Academy of Arts and Scien- 
ces,”’ published in 1785, we noticed, 
‘*An Account of a very uncommon 
Darkness in the States of New-England 
May 19, 1780, by Samuel Williams, 
Hollis Professor of Mathematics and 
Natural Philosophy inthe University at 

The account is interest- 


This extraordinary darkness came on 
between the hours of 10 and 1, a. m. 
and continued till the middle of the next 
nigh, but with different appearances at 
different places. It seemed to. appear 
clouds, that came in tbat direction, the 
wind blowing from that quarter. In most 
parts of the country it was so great, that 
people were unable to read common 
print, determine the time of day by 
clocks or watches—dine—or manage 
their domestic concerns without the 
light of cancles. The prospect was ex- 
tremely dulland gloomy. Candles were 
lighted in the houses; the birds, having 
sung their evening songs, disappeared 
and became silent; the fowls retired to 
roost; the cocks crowed, as at day- 
break, objects could not be distinguish- 
ed, except at a very little distance; and 
every thing bore the appearanc and gloom 
of night. 

The darkness appears to have extend- 
ed all over the New-England States. It 
was observed as far east as Falmouth— 
now Portland; to the westward, it ex- 
tended to the farthest parts of Connecti- 
cut and Albany; to the southward, all 
ec the sea coast; and to the north- 


ward, as far as our settlements extend- 
ed 


For several days preceding this, the 
air appeared to be full of smoke and va- 
r; the sun and moon remarkably red, 
and divested of thei: lucid appearance; 
and this obscuration increased as they 
approached the horizon. The winds 
were variable; but chiefly from the 
S. W. and N. E. The thermometer 
from 40 to 55 degrees. The barome- 
ter from 29 inches 80, to 30 inches 50. 
The weather fair and cool for the sea- 
sou. From observations made with the 
barometer, at Cambridge and Bradford 
onthe day when the darkness took 
place, it is certain that the weight or 
gravity of the atmosphere was gradu- 
ally decreasing through the whole day. 


The color of objects on that day was 
worthy of remark. The complexion of 
the clouds was compounded of a faint 
red, yellow, and brown; objects, which 
commonly appear green, were of the 
deepest green, verging to blue; and 
those, which appear white, were highly 
tinged with yellow, rather than with any 
other color. 


Early in the morning the weather was 
cloudy; the sun was but just visible, and 
appeared of a deep red; thunder was 
heard in most places; thére were seve- 
ral small showers before eight o’clock, 
and in some places, at other times dur- 
ing the day. The water, which fell, was 
thick, dark, and sooty, and gav> the 
same strong, sooty smeti, wiica wos 
observed in the air. Lérgy quantitres 
of scum, being the black ashes uf burni 
leaves, were found floating on te sur- 
face of the water in rivers, ponds, and 
vessels placed for catching the rain. 


They appeared also of various colors— 
redish, green, blue, indigo, and some al- 
most white From various observaticns, 
it seems as if the vapors in some places 
were ascending: in most, descending; 
and in all, very near the surface of the 
earth. Objects appeared to cast a 
shade in every daection, and there 
were several coruscations in the atmos- 
phere, not unlike the aurora borealis, 
but no uncommon appearances of the 
electric fire. A number of small birds 
were found suffocated by the vapor, and 
some flew into the houses. £¢ 
From these observations the learned 
Professor concludes, that the atmos- 
phere, on the 19th of May, was charg- 
ed with an uncommon quantity of vapor 
and accounts for it in the following man- 
ner: In this part of America it is custo- 
mary to make large fires in the woods, 
for the purpose of clearing lands in the 
new settlements. This was the case 
this spring in a much greater degree 
than common, In the county of York, 
Maine, in New-Hampshire, in the 
western part of Massachusetts, and in 
Vermont, uncommonly large and ex- 
tensive fires had been kept up for two or 
three weeks before, and had raged in 
the woods for several days before they 
could be extinguished. In addition, 
therefore, to what arises from evapora- 
tion, and constant and natural exhala- 
tions, a much larger quantity of vapor 
arose from those large and numerous 
fires, which extended all round our 
frontiers, As the weather had been 
clear, the air heavy, and the winds small 
and variable for several days, the va- 
pors, instead of dispersing, must have
